It was ,stited that 4.000, love- 
letters had’ pasded between the 
couple during their six years’ 
engagement; but when he returne! 
from the Hast Mr. MacKechnie 
was uccompanied by, another woe 
man whom he had since married, 

Mr. Justice Swift, summing-up, 
suid that although women now 
took a great share in the affairs of 
the day, the prafadsion’ o? marriage 
and housekeeping, was still'a high- 
ly honourable‘one.” 

_ Miss Graham alleged that she 
had. arranged to marry, Mr. Mac- 
Xechnie in October 1926, when he 
‘was due to return to England on 
leave ‘from the Malay States, and 
spent £280 on a trousseau and 
household linen. . 

Mr, MucKechnie, who up to Oc- 
tober, 1926, had written expressing 
his love for her and his desire to 
marry her, returned to England 
and wrote her a letter in which hs 
expressed. his’ unwillingness to 
marry her because in Singapore he 
had made the acquaintance of an- 
other. woman. ° Be oe oy 

He stated also that that woman 
had come to London to marry him. 
Mr. Macaskie, on” Migs Graham 9 
behalf, announced that the ‘defen- 
dant was now married, oe 

Mr, Macaskie, addressing the’ 


‘\jury, said apart from the expense 


Miss Graham was put to in obtain-: 
ing her trousseau, the jury were 
entitled, to take into consideration 


the fact that: she had waited: dur- 


ing the best years of her life-—- 
from the age of twenty-three to 
thirty—to get marric:l

Miss Graham said she had been 
collecting her trousseau since 1920, 
and had accumulated a great deal of 
household linen acting on Mr. Mac- 
Kechnie's suggestions. The dresses 
she had made were now out of date. 

Mr. Justice Swift suggested that 
she had only to cut off 2 bit to make 
them up to date.

cidental frictton on the hearth.’

The Attorney General moved 
tho first reading of tho Bill . ‘in- 
tituled “An Ordinance to protect 
the Réevenue of the Colony.” He 


equal appropriateness, be called 
a Bill to protect the community 
against ‘the cago “of individuals 
who would otherwise. be able to 
avoid payment of duties and ‘other 
tuxes which’ the community, 
‘through its Legislature, intended 
that they. should ‘pay. Such 
avoidance of payment of duty, 
may; of course, be quite legal and 
may be quite justifiable from the 
point. of. view of the person who 
avoids payment, but it‘is unde- 
sirable from the point of view of 
the comimunity, and no less unde- 
sirable because there ig no, means 
of ensuring that the duty or tax 
avoided will be avoided for the 
‘benefit of the consumer.

opportunitios of the public for the 
proper discussion of proposals to 
increase duties “and. taxes, At 
present it |x essential that any 
proposal to increase such taxes as 
the liquor duties, should be intro- 
duced suddenly’ and without any 
previous -publicity, otherwise, of 
course, importers’ might clear 
stocks in bond and so avoid pay- 
ment of increased dutics. 
The-régult of that is this; that 
when the proposal conies, before the 
Leuislative Council, everyone feels 
the matter must be disposed of 
immediately and there, is .a 
temptation to sive the matter less 
careful consideration: in Council] 
than if ample time were avail-

The proposal of this Bill is 
that when any scheme to increase 
duties is to be put forward,. the 
Government can bring the increas- 
ed duties into operation at ‘once.
